All plants listed are cutting grown. They are trans- 
planted from rooting media into 4” deep flats and 
make one growth in a greenhouse. Plants are hard- 
ened off and cut out with a peat ball in May; in- 
dividually wrapped in heavy wax. paper and packed 
in specially made lightweight cartons for pickup or 
shipment. Minimum of 50 plants per carton.
